Apples, c. may be inſinuated betwixt 
the Interſtices of the Fibres that com- 
poſe the Membranes, and diſtending 
them, intercept the Courſe of the Li- 
gquuors in ſome Veſſels, and by ſtretch- 
ing the Nerves, produce a Senſation 
more or leſs troubleſome to bear: But

Sorte-which is itfelf an Acid, muſt ra- 
ther increaſe than abate the Diſorder !*Tis 
poſſible that ſome. Parts of the Juice 
may be ſubtle enough to - penetrate the 
Flbres that terminate it: But how Sor- 
rel actd in remedying this Evil, T con- 
feſs, I am not able to conceive.
